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GENERAL ORDERS BY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA 
IN COUNCIL. , 


FORT WILLIAM, FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 
Tue 23xp Ocroser 1852. 


The Most Noble the Governor General in Council has much satisfaction in publishing for general 
information, despatches received from Commodore Lambert and from Major General Godwin, which 
report the capture aud occupation of the City of Prome, after some resistance, and with compara- 
tively trifling loss. 


The steam squadron and the boats of Her Majesty’s ships, conveying the troops upon the 
Irrawaddy, anchored off Prome oa the 9h of October. A fire from the shore was silenced by the 
fire of the steame's and of the boits. The troops having becu landed, drove the enemy, some three 
or four thousand strong, from the suburbs; and on subsequently advancing to the great Payoda and 
to the heights beyond, they found the position wholly abandoned by the Burman force. 


The Governor General in Council desires to express in the strongest terms his obligations to 
Commodore Lambert, for the care, the energy, and unwearied zeal which he has shown in directing 
the naval preparations for advance, and which have conduced so largely to the early and successful 
renewal of operations in the field. 


His Lordship in Council begs to offer his thanks to Captain Loch, and to Commander Shadwell 
for their conduct of the Service on the River; aud to Commander Rice, for his direction of the body 


of seamen upon shore. 


His thanks arc also due to Commander Campbell, of the Indian navy, whose merit has been 
acknowledged by the Commodore. 


The Governor General in Council has viewed with high approbation the services of the officers 
and men, who upon this occasion and for several months past have been employed in boats upon the 
river, subjected to severe exposure, and engaged in harassing duties, which they have performed with 
the utmost alacrity and cheerfulness, and with conspicuous advantage to the public service. 


T$§ the officers, seamen, and marines of Her Majesty’s ships, of the Indian navy, aud of the 
Bengal marine, who have been serving upon the Irrawaddy, and to Commander Tarleton who long 
commanded them, the Governor General in Council is desirous of offering his hearty thanks. 


The Governor General in Council has in like manner to assure Major General Godwin of the 
satisfaction with which he has viewed the skill and judgment by which the Major General enabled 
the troops to obtain possession of an important post, without delay, and with but little loss. 


To Major Mayhew, Duputy Adjutant General, to Major Allan, Deputy Quarter Master General, 
to Captain Smith, Interpreter, to Captain Burne, Military Secretary, and Captain Chads, A. D. C., 
the Governor General in Council tenders his thanks. : 


Especially to Captain Christie and to Captain Welsh, of Her Majesty’s 80th Regiment, for the 
gallant manner in which they led their meu to the attack, and to all the Officers, Non-commissioned 
officers, and soldiers of the force, the Governor General in Council desires to give assurance of his 
cordial approbation. ; 


While thus congratulating’ the naval and military forces on the first result of their advance, the 
Governor General in Council feels it to be due to the memory of an old and gallant Sailor, that he 
should add a public expression of the deep regret with which he has received intimation of the death 
of His Excellency the! Canmmander-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s Ships in the Indian Seas.

; I request you may be pleased to inform the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Council, that having embarked on board the Han’ble Company’s Steam Vessele under ‘Ordore; 
H. M.’s 18th and 80th Regiments, the 35th Regiment Madras Native Infantry, a detachment of 
Sappers and Miners and of the Bengal Artillery with their Field Guns, I despatched them as they 
were ready to rendezvous off Yangerngjal:, a town situated at the upper end of the Panglang Creek, 
which joins the Irrawaddy to the Rangoon River. 


2. The Commissariat, Ordnance, and Engincer’s Stores, and about 1,000 followers attached to 
the Regiments, were conveyed in the Steamers, large Burmese Cargo-boats, five small Schooners and 
u Barque. 


The Cargo-boats, manned by Burmese Crews, advanced in three divisions under convoy of the 
Barges and Pinnaces of Her Majesty’s Ships Fox, Winchester, and Hastings: the Barque and Schooners 
were towed by the Steamers. 


3. These arrangements being completed, I left Rangoon on the 24th ultimo, and Major Gene 
ral Godwin jomed me on the following day at Yangernsiah. 


4. Having hoisted my broad pendant on board the Mire Queen, the Steamer in which the Major 
General embarked, I weighed from Yangernsiah on September 27th with the Steam Squadron speci- 
fied in enclosure No. 1, and procecded up the Irrawaddy to Prome, calling at Henzadah on my way. 


5. On the morning of the 9th of October Prone was in sight, and on the Squadron nearing the 
City, the enemy opened fire with a couple of guns and musketry, which was returned by the Steam- 
ers as we proceeded into the Bay, where I anchored in a convenient position abreast of the Town for 
landing the Troops. 


6. The Enemy continuing to keep up a fire after we had anchored, I sent the boats of the Squa- 
dron under the command of Captain Loch, C. B, of Her Majesty’s SInp /¥znchester, to throw 1n a few 
shells and canister shot amongst them, which had the effect of mlencing it for a time, although they 
kept up a very spirited fire on the boats, which wounded two Seamen. 


7. They then brought a Gun down abreast of the Fire Queen, but had only time to give us one 
shot before it was dismounted by the fire from the Steamers, which effectually cleared a landing place. 


8. Major General Godwin now expressed his wish to land the 80th Regiment and a party of 
Artillery with 2 Guns, at half-past 4, which was effected without any opposition, and the lower town 
cleared of the Enemy. 


9. At daylight next morning the remainder of the Troops were landed, and a Brigade of 50 
Seamen being formed under Commander Rice, at the Major General’s roquest, to asaist in working the 
Guns, the Pagoda and other parts of the City were taken possession of, the Burmese flying as the 
Forces advanced, 


10. Thus the important City of Prome was occupied by British Troops with the trifling loss 
of one killed and three wounded on the part of the Army, while in the Squadron only four were 
wounted, which are named in enclosure No. 2. 


11. My thanks are due to Captain Loch, C, B. for the assistance he rendered me throughout 
these operations, also to Commanders Shadwell and Rice, of Her Majesty’s Ships Sphing and 
Hastings, the former for his unremitting attentions to the instructions I had sent him previou’ly to 
my entering the Irrawaddy, and to the latter Officer for the part he took when on shore with the 
Brigade of Seamen. Nor can I speak too highly of Commander Campbell, the Officers and men of 
the Indian Navy and Bengal Marine. 


The ekill and perseverance displayed by the Officers and men belonging td the ‘boats appointed 
to convoy the cargo-boats faom Rangoon to Prome, a distance of more than 200 miles,‘ against a rapid 
stream, exposed occasionally to a fire from the Enemy, is deserving of my highest praise.

The Governor General in Council was aware of my intention, at the proper season, when 


the monsoon here had in some measure subsided, to break up the Army eat Rangoon and remow its 
Head Quarters to Prome. 


‘I have now the honor to inform you that the Jat Division of this Force is in possession of that City. 


After some weeks of preparation, the embarkation commenced on the 16th of September, and tha 
Ist Division, amounting to 2,800 men, and consisting of one Company of the Madfas Foot Artillery 
with two 24-pounder Howitzers and four 9-pounder Guns, H. M.’s 18th Royal Irish, H. M,’s 80th Regi- 
ment, the 35th Regiment Madras N. I., and 119 Sappers, were all on board by the 25th idem. 


The Flotilla arrived off Prome on the morning of the 9th of October; each Ship was cannonaded 
from a projecting point on the Hills as it rounded to the City with very little effect. This fire was 
petuivied: with much spirit by the Steamers. 


The weather here is so intensely hot, that I disembarked’ the Artillery under Brigadier Foord, 
H. M.’s 80th Regiment, under Lieutenant Colonel Hutchinson, with the Sappers under Lieutenant 
Allen, on the evening of the same day, and by sunrise the next morning the 18th Royal Irish, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Coote and the 35th Madras N. J. under Lieutenant Colonel Apthorpe. 


The Enemy, consisting of three or four thousand men, occupied a very fine position on a range of 
Hills about ‘a thousand yards east from the point where they first opened fire commanding the 
Town and the large Pagoda which they also occupied. 


The Troops were landed in the evening, in a suburb to the north of and beyond the Town. 1 
then ordored them to advance towards the position J had selected for the night, when upon the head 
of the column approaching a dry nullah dividing the suburb from the Town, a very smart fire of 
musketry and jinjalls was simultaneously opened from some jungle and houses on our left, and a 
small Pagoda in our front. 


The Grenadiers of H. M.’s 80th Regiment, under Captain Christie, immediately advanced at the 
double towards the Pagoda, and a party, consisting of two Companies of the same Regiment under 
Captain Welsh, and accompanied by Brigadier Reignolds, were detached to the left, and in a very short 
time most gallantly drove the Enemy out of their position, with the loss of only one man killed 
and a few wounded, Captain Welsh’s party bringing in a jinjall. 


The Grenadiers of the 80th Regiment kept possession of the Pagoda, which I made the right of my 
position, and the Troops had excellent cover during the night, which was passed in perfect quietude. 


The following morning, when the remaindcr of the Troops were landed, I advanced through the 
Town in a direction I had determined upon the day before, from plans of the place in my possession, 
covered by the Flank Companies of the 18th Royal Irish and H. M.’s 80th Regiments, and two 24- 
pounder Howitzers, which were drawn by a party of sailors under Commander Rice, of H. M. S. 
Hastings. Upon our advanced guard reaching the Pagoda, it found that the enemy had abandoned 
that position, as woll as the heights beyond it, leaving in our possession an entirely evacuated Town, 
overrun with thick and rank vegetation, and, I regret to add, abounding in swamps. 


It is evident that the enemy expected our force to land and advance up the direct road to the 
Pagoda, along which they had erected two or three small breast-works as well as removing the planking 
of several wooden bridges, leading to the Pageda and the heights beyond it, but landing at the point 
we did, mot only gave us an excellent road, but at the same time completely turned their position, ren- 
dering it impossible for them to hold it. 


“I have been for a long time aware of the assemblage of a large force about ten miles East of 
Promeé, ahd at which place they also had a very formidable force in the last war, which took Sir 
Archibald Campbell several days to disperse. IJ have ascertained from very good authority that they 
have now about 18,000 men well posted in two or more stockades. 


It is not my intention to disturb them at present in any way, as by their concentration at that 
place the fine force now assembling here will have an opportunity of striking a blow which may put 
an end to much future opposition. It was on this Burmese Army that the enemy retreated from 


Prome, upon our entering it. The bravery and alacrity of the Troops on this occasion was as con- 
spicuous as it ever is. 


His Lordsbip’s thanks are deserved by Captain Christie of H. M.’s 80th Regiment, for the 
gallant manner in which he, led 2 Company to the attack and capture of the small Pagoda in our 
who 


front, and to Captain Welsh, who, with two Companies of his Regiment, drove the Enemy out of 
their position on our left. 


The General Staff, Major Mayhew, Deputy Adjutant General; Major Allan, Deputy Quarter 
Master General; Captain Smith, Interpreter to the Force; 2s also my personal Staff, Captain Burne, 


Military Secretary and Lieutenant Chads, Aide-de-Camp, were active in rendering me every 
assistance. 


Brigadier General Sir John Cheape, Commanding the Benge) Division, came up to Prome with 
the portion of his Division, embarked, and was present throughout the whole of these operations, and 
I have great satisfaction m being enabled to leave him in Command upon my return to Rangoon, 
where I am required, and for which place I shal! leave this to-morrow. 


I leave Major Fraser, of the Engineers, and Major Allan, Deputy Quarter Master General, at 
‘Prome, to carry ott tht negessary arrangements for the reception of the Regiments which will 


hereafter arrive. - 


To Commodore Lambert your Lordship is deeply indebted for the nnremittingsexertions, calling 
forth all possible resources, and anxiuus solicitude which have accomplished the conveyance of the 
Force to its destination up this noble, but most difficult to be navigated, river. ‘lo Commander Rice, 
for the egertions of himself and meu under his Command, I feel greatly indebted.

The Most Noble the Governor Gencral in Council has much satisfaction in publishing for genera] 
information, despatches received from Commodore Lamberf and from Major General Godwin, which 
report the capture and occupation of the City of Prome, after some resistance, and with compara- 


ww 


tively trifling loss. 

The steam squadron and the boats of Iler Majesty’s ships, conveying the troops upon the 
Irrawaddy, anchored off Prome on tie9th of October. A fire from the shore was silenced by the 
fire of the steamers and of the boats. The troops having been Jauded, drove the enemy, some three 
or four thousand strong, from the suburbs; and on subsequently advancing to the great Pagoda and 
to the heights beyond, they found the position wholly abandoned by the Burman force. 

The Governor General in Council desires to express in the strongest terms his obligations to 
Commodore Lambert, for the care, the energy, and unwearicd zeal which he has shown in directing 
the naval preparations for advance, and which have conduced so largely to the carly and successful 
renewal of operations in the field. 

His Lordship in Council begs to offer his thanks to Captain Loch, and to Commander Shadwell 
for their conduct of the Service on the River; and to Commander Rice, for his direction of the body 
of seamen upon shore. 

His thanks are also due to Commander Campbell, of the Indian navy, whose merit has been 
acknowledged by the Commodore. 

The Governor General in Council has viewed with high approbation the services of the officers 
and men, who upon this occasion and for several months past have been employed in boats upon the 
river, subjected to severe exposure, and engrged in harassing duties, which they have performed with 

‘the utmost alacrity and cheerfulness, and with conspicuous advantage to the public service. 
, To the officcrs, seamen, nnd marines of IIer Majesty’s ships, of the Indian navy, and of the 
Bengal manne, who have been serving upon the Irrawaddy, and to Commander Tarleton who long 
‘commanded them, the Governor General in Council 1s desirous of offering his hearty thanks. 

The Governor General in Council has in like manner to assure Major General Godwin of the 
satisfaction with which he has viewed the skill and judgment by which the Major Genera] enabled 
the troops to obtain possession of an important post, without delay, and with but little loss, 

The Governor Gencral in Council has learnt with satisfaction and confidence that Brigadier 
General Sir John Cheape, who was present during these operations, will haye Command of the Troops 
at Prome, during the abaence of Major General Godwin. 

To Major Mavhew, Deputy Adjutant General, to Major Allan, Deputy Quarter Master General, 
to Captain Smith, Interpreter, to Captain Burne, Military Secretary, and Captain Chads, A. D. C., 
the Governor General in Council tenders lis thanks. 

Especially to Captain Christic and to Captain Welsh, of Her Majesty’s 80th Regiment, for the 
gallant manner in which they led their men to the attack, and to all the officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and soldiers of the force, the Governor General in Council desires to give assurance of his 
cordial approbation. 

While thus congratulating the naval and military forces on the first result of their advanee, the 
Governor Genéral in Council feels it to be dtie to the memory of an old and gallant Sailor, that he 
should add a public expression of the deep regret with which he has received intimation of the death 
of His Excellency the Commandcr-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s Ships in the Indian Seas. 

Athough Admiral Austen did not survive to witness the successful con¢lusion of the operations 
in which he had shared, the Governor General in Council desires to recor@ his admiration of the stanch, 
high spirit, which, notwithstanding his age and previous suffering, had led the Rear Admiral to take 
his part in the trying service which has closed his carecy.. 

His Excellency Rear Admiral Austen has afforded to the Government of India at all ‘times 
cordial and constant aid.

I request you may be jJeased to inform the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Council, thet having embarked on board the Hon’ble Company’s Steam Vessels under my orders, 
H. Ma 18th and 80th Regiments, the 35th Regunent Madras Native Infantry, a detachment of 
Sappers and Miners and of the Bengal Artillery with their Field Guns, I despatched them as they 
were ready to rendeavous off Yangernsiah, a town situated at the upper end of the Panglang Creek, 
which joins the Irrawaddy to the Rangoon River. es 

2. The Commissariat, Ordnance, fund Engineer’s Stores, aud about 1,000 followers attached to 
the Regiments, were conveyed m the Steamers, large Burmese Cargo-boats, five small Schooners and 
a Barque. 

The Cargo-boats, manned by Burmese Crevs, advanced in three divisions under convoy of the 
Barges and Pinnaces of Her Majesty’s Ships For, Winchester, and EHastings. the Barque and Schooners 
were towed by the Steamers. 

3. These arrangements being completed, I left Rangoon on the 24th ultimo, and Major Genc- 
ral Godwin joined me on the following day at Yangernsiah. 

4. Having hoisted my broad pendant on board the Fire Queen, the Steamer in which the Major 
General embarked, I weighed from Yangernsiah on September 27th with the Steam Squadron speci- 
fied mm enclosure No. 1, and proceeded up the Irrawaddy to Prome, calling at Henzadah on my way. 

5 On the morning of the 9th of October Prome was in sight, and on the Squadron nearing the 
City the enemy opencd fire with a couple of guns and musketry, which was returned by the Steam- 
ers as we procecded into the Bay, where I anchored in a convement position abreast of the Town for 
landing the Troops. 

6. The Enemy continuing to keep up a fire after we had anchored, I sent the hoats of the Squa- 
dron under the command of Captain Loch, C. B, of Her Majesty’s Ship Winchester, to throw in a few 
shells and canister shot amongst them, whic’ had the effect of silencing it for a time, although they 
Lept up a very spirited fire on the boats, which wounded two Seamen. 

7. They then brought a Gun down abreast of the Fire Queen, but had only time to give us one 
shot before 1t was dismounted by the fire from the Steamers, which offectually cleared a landing place. 

8, Major Gencral Godwin now expressed his wish to land the 80th Regiment and a party of 
Artillery with 2 Guns, at half-past 4, which was effectcd without any opposition, and the lower town 
cleared of the Enemy. 

9, At dayhght next morning the remainder of the Troops were landed, and a Brigade of 50 
Seamen being formed under Commander Rice, at the Major Goneral’s request, to assist in working the 
Guns, the Pagoda and other parts of the City were taken possession of, the Burmese flying as the 
Forces advanced. * 

10, Thus the important City of Prome was occupied by British Troops with the trifling loss 
of one killed and three wouhded on the part of the Army, while in the Squadron only four were 
wounded, which are named in enclosure No. 2. 

il. My thanks are due to Captain Loch, C. B. for the assistance he rendered me throughout 
these operations, also to Commanders Shadwell and Rice, of Her Majesty’s Ships Sphing and 
Hastings, the former for tue unremitting attentions to the instructions I had sent him previously to 
my entering the Irrawaddy, and to the latter Officer for the part he took when on shore with the , 
Brigade of Seamen. Nor can I speak too highly of Commander Campbell, the Officers and men of , 
the Indian Navy and Bengal Marine. 

The skill and perseverancedisplayed by the Officers and men belonging to the boats appointed 
to convoy the cargo-boate from Rangoon to Prome, a distance of more than 200 milas, against a rapid 
stream, exposed occasidnally to a fire from the Enemy, ia deserving of my highest praise.

SIR, 


The Govcrnor General am Coun il was aware of my imftcution, at the proper €asou, when 
the monsoon here had ua some measure subyided, to break up the Army at Raugoon and remove its 
ITead Quarters to Prome 

I have now the honor to inforin you that the Ist Division of this Foree 1s in possession of that City. 

After some weehs of propuation, the cmbarhation commenced on the 16th of Septenber, and the 
Ist Dispaon, amounting to 2,300 inen, and consistmeg of one Company of the Madras Foot Artillery 
with two 24-pounder Howaitzers and font ®-pounder Guns, HL ff 1sth Royal Tush, WM ’s 80th Regi- 
ment, the 85th Rewiment Madras NOE, and 119 Sappers, were all on board by the 25th idem. 

The Flotilla arrnvcd off Prone on the mormmne of the Oth ot October, cach Slnp was cannonaded 
fiom a projecting point on the Hills as it rounded to the Cuts with very little cflcct Tus fire was 
returned with much sprit by the Steamers 

The weather here ws so mtcuscly hot, that I disembarked the Artilay under Brigadur Foord, 
TH M/’s 80th Regimont under Tacutcnant Colonel utchinson, with the Sappers under Licutenant 
Allen, on the evening of the same day, and by sunrise the next morning the 18th Roval Tash, under 
Tacutenant Colonel Coote and the 36tb Madras No Founder Lieutenant Colonel Apthorpe. 

The Enemy, consisting of three or four thousand men, ocenpicd a very fine position on a range of 
Llls about a thonsand sards East from the pomt where they fist opened fire commanding the 
Town and the lage Pagoda which they also occupied 

The Troops ware landed im the evening, ma suburb to the north of and beyond the Town. I 
then ordered them to advance towards the position Thad scleeted for the mght, when upon the head 
of the column approaching a diy nullah dividing the suburb from the Town, a very smart fire of 
mushetiy and jinjally was sunultaneousl) opened fiom sume jungle and houses on our left, anda 
small Pagoda m our front 

The Grenadiers of HW M’s 80th Regument, under Captain Christic, immediately advanced at the 
double towards the Pagoda, and a party, consisting of two Companies of the same Regiment under 
Captam Welsh, and accompanie d by Brigulicr Reiguokds, were detached to the lett, and in a very short 
time most gallantly drove the Euemy out of their position, with the loss of only one man killed 
and a few wounded, Captain Welsh’s party banging in a jimall. 

The Grenadiers of the 80th Regiment kept possession of the Pagoda, which I made the mght of my 
position, and the Troops had excellent cover dining the mght, which was passed in perfect quietude. 

The following morning, when the ramaindcr of the Troops were landed, L advanced through the 
Town in a direction I had determined upon the day before, from plans of the place mm my possession, 
covered by the Flank Compames of the 18th Royal Insh and H. M’s 80th Regiments, and two 24- 
pounder Howitzers, which were drawn by a party of sailors under Commander Rice, of HM. S. 
Hastings. Upon our advanced guard reaclang the Pagoda, 1t found that the enemy had abandoned 
that position, as well as the heights beyond it, leaving in our possession an entirely evacuated Town, 
overrun with thick and rank vegetation, and, Liregiet fo add, abounding m swamps 

It is evident that the enemy expected om force to land and advance up the direct road to the 
Pagoda, aloug which they had erected two or three small breast-works as well as removing the planking 
of several wooden bridges, teading to the Pagoda and the heights beyond it, but landing at the point 
we did, not only gave us an excellent road, but at the same time completely turned their position, ren- 
dering it umposstble for them to hold it 

I have been for a long time awace of the assemblage of a large force about ten miles East of 
Prome, and at which place they also had a very formidable foree in the last war, which teok Su 
Archibald Campbell several days to disperse. I have ascertained from very good authority that they 
have now about 18,000 men well posted m two or mure stockades. 

It is not my intention to disturb them at present m any way, as by thar concentration at that 
place the fine force now assembling here will have an opportunity of stnking a blow which may pu; 
an end to much future opposition. It was on this Burmese Army that the enemy retreated from 
Prome, upon our entering it. The bravery and alacrity of the Troops on this occasion was as con- 


spicuous as it ever is. j

Bugadier General Sir John Cheape, Commanding the Bengal Diyision, eame up to Prome with 
the portion of lis Division, embarked, and was present tle oughout the whole of these operations, and 
1 have great satisfaction in hemg enabled to leave him uf Command upon my return to Rangoon, 
where lam requned, and for which place I shall leave this to-morrow 

I leave Mayor Traser, of the Engmeers, and Major Allan, Deputy Quarter Master General, at 
Prome, to cary out the necessary arrangements for the reception of the Regunents which will 
hereaftar arrive 

To Commodore Lambert your Lordship 1s deeply indebted for the unremtting exertions, calling 
forth all possible resources, and anxious sohctude which have accomplished the conveyance of the 
Force to its destmation up this noble, but most difheult to be navigated, river To Commander Rice, 
for the exertions of Immseclf and men under ny Command, I feel greatly indebted.

Fort William, Home Department, Legislative, 
The 5th November, 1852. 


The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the firat time, on the Sth of 
November 1852 : 


Acr No. oF 1852. 


An Act relating to Summary Suits for Arrears of 
vent, to’ sales of Putnee Tulooks, und other 
saleable tenures, and to sales of land in satis- 
faction of Summary Decrees for rent. 


Waereas by Regulation VIET. 1831 of the 
Bengal Code, the hearing and decision of Sum- 
mary Suite or claims relating to arreare or exac- 
tions of rents were transferred from the Judges 
of the Zillah or City Courts to the Collectors of 
Land Revenue of the several districts; and where- 
as by Regulation VET. 1832 of the Bengal Code, 
the conduct of sales of Putnee Talooks and 
other sslenble tenures, under Regulations VIII. 
1819, and I. 1820 of the same Code, and the per- 
formance of other acts preparatory to, or con- 
nected with, such sales, were transferred to the 
Collector or Deputy Collector of Land Revenue, 
or Head Assistant to the Collector or Deputy 
Collector, subject to an appeal as therein pro- 
vided ; and whereas by Act VIII. 1835, the power 
theretofore vested in the Judges of the Dewanny 
Adawlut of eelling land in satiafaction of sum- 
mary decrees for rent was transferred to the Col- 
lecture of Land Revenue, and it was enacted that 
all sales for the recovery of arreara of rent held 
under Clause 7, Section XV. Regulation VIT. 
1799, should be conducted by the Collector, his 
Deputy, or duly authorized Assistant, and that 
ten days’ notice should be given of such sales by 
advertisement to be atuck up at the Cutcherry of 
the Zillah Court. or local Adawlut, and that of 
the Collector ; and whereas it is expedient that 
Act XXV. 1850, and Section IX. Regulation 
VIII, 1819 of the Dengal Code, as modified by 
Clause 1, Section XVI, Regulation VII. 1832 of 
the same Code, and as altered by the said Act 
XXV. 1850, should be extended to asalea under 
Act VIII. 1835; and ‘Whereas doubts may be 
entertained as to grho ought to exercise the 

riediction transferred by the above-mentianed 
areata and Acta, where lands situate within 
the. siligh. or otter district of one Collector, 
form of an entire estate, paying revenue 
06 the Qhitector of another aillah or district: 
fecurder therefore to avoid such doubts, and 
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also to define who are the proper Officera to 
exercise such jurisdictions in casea where lands 
are situate ina district assigned to an indepen- 
dent Deputy Collector, and alao in causes where 
lands held in Putnee, or other tenure, at one 
entire rent, are situate in two or more Collec- 
toratea, and to prevent any such decision or sale 
already made from being held idvalid, upon the 
ground of its having been made by an Officer of 
a wrong district ; It is enacted as follows: 


I. If the lands which may be the subject of 
any such sale, or to the rent of which any such 
suit may relate, be all situate in une Collectorate, 
the Collector of such Collectorate is the Collector 
to couduct the sale, or to hear and decide the 
suit. If one Talook or tenure shall comprise 
lands situate in two or more Collectorates, ar if 
any lands situate in two or more Collectorates 
be heid under one lease or engagement, or at one 
entire rent, the Collector, in whose Collectorate 
the greater part of such lands shall be situate ie 
the Collector to conduct the sale of such Tamok, 
or tenure, or of such lands, and to hear and dee 
cide any summary sit relating to arrears or ex- 
actions of rent in respect thereof, 


II. If a Gollector, to whom application shall 
be made to exercise any of the powera sbove 
mentioned, shall entertain any doubt as to whe- 
ther the lands or the greater part of them are 
situate within hia Collectorate, he shall report the 
case for the order of the Executive Government or 
Board to which he is subordinate, and if ordered 
by such Government or Board to proceed in the 
matter, such order shall be conclusive upon the 
question of his jurisdiction. 


II. The word “ Collectorate” in this Act 
means the zillah or other distsict, to which a 
Collector is appointed, and no lands situate be- 
yond the limits of such zillah or district, shall be 
deemed to be situate within the Collectarate, by 
reason of their forming part of an estate paying 
revenue to the Collector thereof, 


IV. An independent Deputy Collector may, 
within his Deputy Collectorate, exercise all 
the powers and jurisdictions of a Collector with 
which he may be entrusted, in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent asa a Collector 
muy do within his Collectorate, and with reference 
to the exercise of such powers and jurisdictions, .

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V.~ An independent Deputy Collector is an 
Officer ,appointed by Government to act as 
DeputyVollector, independently of a Collector. 
A Be ty Collectorate is the district within which 
an independent Deputy Collector is directed by 
Government’ to act. 


VI. In cases of sales by an independent 
Deputy Collector, under the abovementioned 
Regulations or Act, any notice thereby required 
to be stuck up at the Cutcherry of the Collee- 
tor, may be stuék up at the Cutcherry, of the 
Deputy Collector. 


VII. An independent Deputy Collector may 
exercise the powers assigned to him over any pirit 
of his Deputy Collectorate in public Cutcherry, 
in whatever part of bis Deputy Collectorate the 
same may be situxte or held. 


VIII. Any notice required by the’ above- 
mentioned Regulations or Act, to be given by adé 
vertisement to be stuck up at the Cutcherry 
of the Zillah Court or local Adauwlut, shall be 
stuck up at the Zillah Court or local Adawlut 
within the jurisdiction of which the lands to be 
sold, or the greater portion of them, as the case 
may be, shall be situate.

An Act for the amendment of Procedure in oases 
. of appeal to the Sudder Courts in the Presidency 
| of Fort William in Bengal. 


Werras it is desirable to simplify and shorten 
the procedure und modes of pleading in regular 

pats to the Sudder Dewanny Adawiut in the 
waid retidency, it is enacted as follows: 


+f; Act IV. 1850, and Geotions II,, [i1. and 
IV., Act XXX. 1850, ave hereby rapealed. 


¢ I}, -Every petition of regular appeal ii a case 
appealable to the Sudder Court shail be presentad 
to the Court in which the decision was paased 
within six weeks from the day of the decision ; 
such petition of appeal shall contain only notice 
that the party, being dissatisfied with the judgment, 
is desirous of appealing from it, except in cases 
of petitions under Section IX, of this Act. « 


HI. On presentation of a petition of regular 
appeal to the Court, in which the decision was 
passed, notice thereof to the respondent, as well as 
a proclantation to the same effect, shall immedi- 
ately issue from that Court. If the notice can- 
not be personally served, the proclamation shall 
at once be fixed upon the door of the respon- 


| dent’s dwelling-house, or in some conspicuous place 


in the village where he usually resides, or in cases 
in which the respondent may not have a fixed 
residence within the jurisdiction of the Company's 
Courts, the proclamation may be fixed up in the 
manner aforesaid on his house of business or 
Cutcherry, or the notice may be served on his 
known local Agent.

On arrival of the appeal record at the 
Sudder Court, notice may be given, by 4 notice to 
be affixed in the Court-house of the Sudder 
Dewanny Adawlut, or in such form and manner 
as tlhe Court shall order by a Rule to be framed 
under Section LI. Act XVII. 1841, to the appellant, 
to file within four weeka his distinct grounds of 
objection to the decision of the Court helow, in the 
form of issues in appeal, according to the forms 
now in use for that purpose, or which may here- 
after be prescribed by the Court. On failure to 
file the issues within four weeks, the appeal shall 
be dismissed, unless the appellant shall show 
reasonable cause to the satisfaction of the Court 
for his default. The issues, unless as hereafter 
provided, shall be on paper bearing the stamp 
duty prescribed by Article 9, Schedule B. Regu- 
lation’ X. 1829. A paper of specific objections 
to the judgment, and detailed grounds and reasons 
for preferring the appeal, may be filed, in addition 
to the issues, within the iia term of four weeks 
at the option of the a ant, on paper beari 
the me stamp ae which cls as asain 
may be on plain paper. , 


VII. On the filing of the, issues by the appel- 
lant, notice shell be given to the reapondent, in 
the manner prescribed by the preceding Section — 
of thie Act, ta file bis counter-issues withia four. 
weeks. The respondent may, in addition to 
the‘ counter-iaaues, file a paper containing an 
answer to any specific ebjéctions or deta 
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reasons of appeal which may 
the appellant. sAt the expiration of the said last 
mentioned space of time, the recard shall be con- 
sidered complete, and the case ready for hearing. 
If the counter-issues be filed alone, they shull be 
on paper bearing the stamp duty prescribed by 
Article 9, Schedule B. Regulation X. 1829, but if 
an answer to any specific objections or detailed 
reasons of appeal be alko filed on paper bearing that 
stamp duty, the counter-issues may be on plain 


paper. 


VIII. Appeals by paupers shall be proferred in 
all respects us heretofore; except that the distinct 
rounds of ebjection to the decision of the Court 
Bsiow: in the form of issues in appeal, shall be 
presented within four weeks from the date of per- 
mission to appeal as a pauper. If specific objec- 
tions to the judgment and detailed reasons for pre- 
* ferring the appeal be also presented, they shall be 
presented within the same four weeks. 


IX. If an appeal be preferred upon points 
of law only, without disputing any of the facts 
@ found by a judgment of the Lower Court, the 
appellant may give notice of his intention to ap- 
peal upon points of law only, without specifying 
the points in bis petition, and such notice shall 
bar any appeal upon the facts. If the appellant, 
in an appeal under this Section, shall intend to 
appeal against the legal construction put upon 
any document in the Court below, he shall give 
notice of such intention, in his petition of appeal, 
in order that the document may be forwarded to 
the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, and unless such 
notice be given the appellant shall not be at 
liberty to controvert this legal construction put 
upon such document in the Court below. The 
petition of appeal, however, shall merely give 
notice of the intention, but need not specify the 
objections to the construction put upon the 
document. An appeal under this Section shall 
be specially certified to the Sudder ae 
Adawlut as an appeal of Law only. In suc 
appeals, it shall not be necessary to forward to 
the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut any part of the 
record in the Lower Court, except the decree of 
the Court and the Nazir’s return to the order for 
notice or proclamation of appeal, and any docu- 
ment of which the appellant may, in his petition 
of appeal, give notice of his intention to dispute 
the legal construction as abovementioned. In 
causes under this Section the respondent shall be 
bound to make appearance in the Sudder Dewan- 
ny Adawlut within six weeks from the serving of 
notice or the affixing of the proclamation of ap- 
peal in the manner provided by Section III. of this 
Act. At the expiration of the said space of six 
weeka, the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut shall fix such 
day as it may deem proper for the hearing and deci- 
sion of the appeal upon points of Law to be laid 
before it in the form of issues, without regard to the 
place in which it may stand in the general list of 
Bppes pending in the Court, and the Court shall 
also fix a day for the parties to bring in and file 
such issues, 


X. This Act extends only to the Presidency 
of Fort William in Bengal.

Read a second time the Draft of a proposed 
Act, dated the 20th June 1851, and published in 
the Calcutta Gazette of the 5th July 1861, to 


facilitate eyectment of occupiers of land whose 
title has ceased. 


Resolution —The Governor General in Council 
resolves that the following amended Draft on the 
subject be published for general information ; 


Act No. or 1852. 


An Act to facilitate the trial of rights to attach 
tenures. and to eject occupiers of lands in certain 
cases, and to prohibit the enforcement of such 
rights without the assistance of a Court of Com- 
petent Jurisdiction. 


Wuereas by Clauses 6 and 7, Section XV. 
Regulation VIL. 1799, Clauses 2 and 4, Section 
XVIII. Regulation VII. 1819, of the Bengal 
Code, and Section X XVI. Act I. 1845, rights are 
piven in certuin cases to attach under-tenures, to 
cancel leases, and to eject under-tenants or occu- 
piers of lands whose titles have ceased, but no 
means are provided by which persons claiming to 
exercise those rights can obtain the assistance of 
the civil courts for that purpose, except upon @ 
decree obtained in a regular suit; and whereas in 
hke manner, no means, except a regular suit, are 
now provided by law for giving the assistance of 
the civil courts to persons claiming to eject 
tenants after the determination of their tenancies, 
or to eject Agents after the determination of their 
Agencies, and whereas the enforcement of such 
rights without the assistance of the civil courte is 
likely to cause affrays and breaches of the peace, 
and it is expedient to provide a more summ 
mode for the trial of such rights, It is enacted ss 
follows : 


I. This Act shall extend only to so much of 
the provinces of the Presidency of Fort William 
in Bengal, under the government of the Governor 
of that Presidency as are not within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. 


IT. Any person may present a petition of com- 
plaint oo a paper bearing a stamp of the value 
specified in Article 8, Schedule B., Regulation X. 
1829, to the jadge of a civil court within whose 
jurisdiction the lands, or other immoveable pro- 
perty, or the greater part thereof, may be situate, 
praying for the attachment of a tenure, the avoid- 
ance of a lease, or the ejectment of a tenant 
or occupier of such property whose title ma 
have ceased under the Regulations or Act above 
mentioned, or for assistance in any of the caers 
stated in the preamble to thie Act, and in such peti- 
tion the claimant shall state the grounds of his 
claim, and also the annual rent or value of the pro- 
perty in question. The judge shall thereupon 
summon the opposite party according to the ordi- 
nary course of practice in civil suits, and thereby 
require him to ane and answer the p:titiun on 
a day to be named in the summons. On the day 
so named the complainant shall appeer, by him- 
scif or his vakeel, and thereupon the defendant 
shall be called wpon to appear and anawer, by 
himecif or his vakeel.

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in court the jadge shall proceed in a summa- 
ry way to try the case without any further 
pleading or formal joinder of issue; and after 
causing « local inquiry and report to be made 
to him, if he shall consider it necessary, by the 
moonsiff inf whose jurisdiction the laud or property, 
or the greater purt of the same, is situate, shall 
make an order on the petition, and, if necessary, 
shall grant the assistance of the court for enforcing 
such order in the same manner as an order for the 
execution of a ¢lecrec. If the complainant shall 
make default in appearing, either by himself or 
vakeel, in any stage of the case, the court may 
diamias the petition with costs; and if the defendant 
make default the court may proceed to hear and 
determine the case exparte. 

Il. In case an order shall be made for can- 
celling a lease, or ejecting a tenant for non-payment 
of rent, the order shall specify the am¢uit, upon 
payment of which the cancellation of the lease,,or 
the ejectment of the tenant may be stayed. 


IV. In any proceeding under this Act a decree 
or order for payment of rent either in a regular or 
summary suit shall, until reversed or altered, by 
appeal or in a regular suit, be conclusive evidence 
between the parties that such rent was due at the 
time of making the decree or order. 


V. The judge to whom any such petition shall 
be presented, may, if he think fit, seud it to be dis- 
posed of by the moonsiff within whose juristiction 
the property concerned, or the greater part of it, is 
situate, and the moonsiff shall thereupon deal with 
the petition as the judge ia empowered to do. 


VI. An appeal shall lie to the judge, if prefer- 
ed within one calendar month against any order 
of a moonsiff, made upon a petition referred to 
him according to the provisions of the foreyoing 
Section, and every otek of ajudge made under 
this Act, either originally under Section IL. or 
upon appeal, shall be final, unless set aside by a 
decree passed in a regular civil auit, or upon ap- 
peal, to be preferred within one calendar month, 
to the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, upon the ground 
of the irrelevancy of this Act to the case appealed. 


VIL. The judge may, in his discretion, subject to

X. Ifany person shall have held any land or 
reul property at a fixed rent, or at a rent assessable 
according to a fixed rule, such person shall not 
be ejected by reason only of his refusing to pay an 
enhanced rent, unless he shall have agreed by wri- 
ting to fay such enhanced rent, or ualeas his lia- 
bihty to pay the same shall have been determined 
by the civil court in a regular suit. 


XI. If an order shall be passed under this Act, 
or a decree made in a regular guit for cancelling a 
lease or ejecting a tenant from possession on the 
ground of non-payment of rent, the tenant may, at 
any time before the execution of such order or 
decree, stay the execution thereof by paying into 
court for the use of the complainant the amount of 
rent found to be due, together with the costs, ifany, 
mentioned in the order or decree; such payment 
shall not preclude the tenant from impeaching an 
such order in a regular suit, and recovering in suc 
suit the amount paid to prevent the execution of 
the order, nor shall such payment preclude him 
from appealing ayainst such order or decree in 
cases where an appeal will lie.

Whereas by the “Foreign Deserter’s Act, 
1852,” it is provided, that whenever it is made to 
appear to Her Majesty, that due facilities are or 
will be given for recovering or apprehending Seae 
men who desert from British Merchant Ships, 
in the Territorics of any Foreign Power, Her 
Majesty may by order in Council, stating that 
such facilities are or will be given, deelure that 
Seamen not being slaves, who desert from Mer- 
chant Ships belonging to a subject of such Power 
when within Her Majesty’s Dominions or the 
Tersitories of the Hast India Company, shall be 
liable to be apprehended and carried on board 
their respective Ships, and inay limit the opera-’ 
tion of such order, and may render the operation 
thereof subject to such conditions and qualifica- 
tions, if any, as may be deemed expedient. 


And whereas it hath been made to appear to 
Her Majesty, that due facilities have been or will 
be given for recovering and apprehending Sea- 
men who desert from British Merchanta’ Ships, 
in the Territories of the Emperor of All the 
Russias, the King of Sweden aud Norway and 
the Republic of Peru. 


Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of 
powers vested in Her by the said “ Foreign De- 
serter’s Act, 1852,” and by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, is pleased to order and 
declare, and itis hereby ordered and declared ; 
that from and after the publication hereof in the 
London Gazette, Seamen not being slaves, who 
desert from Merchant Ships belonging to sub- 
jects of any of the three Powers aforesaid, when 
within Her Majeaty’a Dominions or the Territo- 
ries of the Eust India Company, shall be liable 
to be apprehended and carried on board their 
respective Ships,
